John Carpenter followed 
with his introduction of a 
man named Gerald Anderson. 

. Anderson's significance and 
contribution to Ufology is 
ttie fact that he was one 
of a handful of ix.*oi)le 
that came u^xjii tlie craslied 
saucer just outside 
. Roswell, New Mexico! 
Anderson was only five 
years old at tlie time 
but lias vivid memories of 
the crashed saucer, the 
aliens and their behavior, 
Liie military personnel the 
I scene and directives for 
Anderson and those with 
him and much mure! 


T.inda Moultan Howe 
presented two couples that 
site and Jolin Carfx.'nter 
have been working witti for 
some time. One couple, 
who had their lives 
altered by aliens involving 
Ixjth their cattle and 
an abduction of the woman, 
spoke about how they've 
managed to stop the 
abduction. The woman 

spoke of a technique well 
known in metapiiyslcal 
circles. She focused on a 
shield of protective 
"white light" from God. 

Once this "white light" 
nunifested and engulfed 
her body, the aliens 
seemed to be unable to 
execute their mission and 
I left. Tlie relevance of 
this is two fold. We're 
finding what is proving to 
be a consistant way to r 
ward off abductions (I've 
heard of this in at least 
four, (Mjsslbly five cases 
now) and we're being led 
to look at an area of 
,human interest and ability 
that has for generations 
been scoffed at by 
,science. The other 

couple, Missouri MUtXlN 
'Investigators Jeanne 

.Robinson and Vince 
Serencko, were introduced 
and commended for their 
.expeditious and expert 
•handling of their 
investigation of the 
recent cattle mutilations . 
cases in Springfield, 
Missouri. Their imnediate 
attention and action on 
the case allowc'd samples 
of the cattle to be 
examined in a very timely 
nunner by Moultan- Howe 
and her associate. Dr. 

John Altschuler, M.D. Tlie 
samples revealed classic 
evidentiary details 

j jhistorlcally associated 
with animal mutilations

Margaret Myers, the 
group's Recording- 

Secretary, mentioned an 
interview she liad heard on 
Radio Station KMOX the 
previous week. 'Jhe 

program title was "All 
About UFOs" with guest 
Jacque Vallee. Vallee was 
Introduced as "a scientist 
and a skeptic who has done- 
I a lot of investigations... 
i former principle 
j investigator for the 
I Department of Defense..." 
j Here are some highlights 
of the Interview. 
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Vallee was born In, 
France and had always 
wanted to be an 
astronomer. He always 
thought that UPOs were 
^ probably explainable and 
[that astrononers would see 
fthcan and tell everyone 
about them. 

f Vallee reported that 
[on successive nights one 
Sumer/ while tracking 
‘ satell 1 tes at tlie 

■ observatory in France in 
the early days of the 
space program/ they saw 
.some objects that they 
I couldn't identify. He 
said if the data had not 
been destroyed by the nan 
in charge of the project/ 
j they possibly could have 
j Identified them and this 
incident is what got him 
started. Vallee said that 
^ if this data was destroyed 
in a major observatory lie 
wondered how many radar 
stations/ other 
scientists/ airlines/ etC/ 
j were doing the same thing. 

J He found there was a lot 
of data being swept under 
the rug. Wlien he asked why 
, the data was being 
I destroyed/ the main 
response was fear of 
ridicule. Must scientists 
, don't want to put their 
i career in jeoi^ardy by 
j. letting people know they 
have seen something that 
[doesn't quite fit. In 
: some cases/ such as 
military data/ Vallee 

‘believes there is an 
.actual cover-up and data 
has been kept from tlie 
’scientific conmunlty. | 
.Vallee said that when he j 
came to the United States 
'in 1962 he worked with Dr. 
jAlan Hyneck and at that 
time the Air Force files 
'held 11/000 cases and he 
. became c-onvinced that 
there was a real 
r phenomenon ttiat had not 
' lx.>on explained by science. 
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' The interviewer 

I suggested that Vallee had 
: come to the conclusion 
tliat these sightings are 
not extraterrestrial/ not 
someone coming from 

somewhere else. Vallee 
• responded tliat these 

I objects were not 

‘ necessarily 

' extraterrestrial and he 
thinks there are other 
I hypothesis tliat sliould be 
i looked at. He thinks it 
i is a very exciting time 
i because we have tlie means 
i now to look at other 
I theories. 

T Vallee said that his 
• new book "Confrontations" 

! is really a report about 
I his ten years of personal 
; invetigatlons he has nede 
j going out on his own/ with 
! his own money/ in Euro^x^/ 

< the United States/ and 
I South America/ especially 
I in Brazil. He feels that 
i most scientists believe 
I that UFOs do not exist 
I and tliat all cases are 
i explainable but it is very 
I easy to eliminate those 
I classic cases and you are 
left with a residue of 
! very high quality data 
that is simply not 
-explained at this point. 

Vallee is very 

j concerned about the cases 
I in which witnesses were 
I hurt or injured in 
I connection with the 
phenomenon. In Brazil/ 
there was a cluster of 
' 'cases of people being 
{ . injured and tliat there are 
j similar cases in Europe 
j and the United States. He 
' .said that most of the 
i cases Involved people out 
hunting or fishing at 
; . night who saw a soundless/ 
wingless object/ with no 
] visible means of support/ 

I with a light on it tliat 
would send a beam down to 
j the person/ usually 

I . rusulting in an Injury. 

I ' 

, i i : ‘ : 


! Some of the injuries are 
quite benign and look like 
some spotty discolorations ' 
of the skin/ as if they 
I had been hit by the tip of j 
a cigarette. But in some 
cases there were serious 
I injuries tliat resulted in 
death. That is why he 
! wanted to investigate and 
I find out exactly what had ' 
I happened. ! 

I In three visits to 
\ Brazil/ a team of four 
I investigators spoke to 50 
I pijople. Independently j 
they all reported the sanu • 

I type of phenomenon/ ; 

! including the beam. The • 
i investigators spoke with , 
j those involved in the ' 

' incidents/ their families/ 
as well as the doctors who , 
treated them. The beam ! 
j was described as feeling 
I hot/ and the injuries were 
round aieas usually on the 
I face, neck and upper 
j torso. One doctor said 
that typically these 
j people were very/ very 
tired the next day and 
could barely drag 
themselves to the clinic. 

I It would take the victims 
i five to seven days to 
; recover. Two of those 
people did not recover and 
died within twenty four 
hours. Their death is 
I believed to be cardiac 
arrest as a result of the 
experience. 

Vallee told of one nan 
[ hunting that saw an object i 
come over his location. 

, He was hit by the beam and 
knocked out of the tree 
where he had climbed to 
I hunt. He started running 
and ran from 10:00 p.m. 
till 6:00 a.m. the next | 

morning/ hiding under j 

' bushes to catch his !

breath. The object kept 
[ tracking him and sending ‘ 
the beam after him and he .. 
would start running again. 
The Brazilian Military Air* 
' Force authorities said 
I they had extensive reports 

and observations Hit no 
‘explanations for what had ^ 
happened. [ 

When asked for his 
conclusion/ Vallee said 
tliat as a scientist he is 
trained to separate facte 
from speculation and he- 
would be comfortable 
arguing before his 
colleagues that we are 
faced with a phenomenon we 
do not understand. His 
personal speculation is 
that this phenomenon 
reveals a type of 
consciousness that is 
non-human and manipulates 
space and time in ways we 
do not understand. 

Wlicn asked for possible 
explanations he would 
propose, Vallee responded 
that he thinks if we had 
I done this interview 20 
‘ years ago he would have 
j said the best explanation 
would have been aliens. 

' We know there must be life 
tluroughout the universe 
and it is ridiculous to 
assume tliat we are tlie 
I only semi-intelligent 
species in the whole 
Cosmos. Why couldn’t they 
come here? The Earth is 
big enough that it can 
ne{.Tintnr)dato many thlncjs 
and tliere could still lx? 
the possibility of these 
incidence being visitors 
from outer space. 

Vallee said the problem 
is that we have too many 
observations now, and this 
is not just somebody 
coming and doing a survey 
of our planet. The whole 
thing is very complex, and 
if "they" can appear and 
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disappear, and play with 
time and space, that form 
of consciousness could be 
frc«n any place at any 
time. As Dr. flyneck used 
to say, there could be a 
parallel universe and 
other dimensions. 

A caller asked about 
the 1947 Roswell, New 
Mexico incident. Vallee 
said that this was not a 
case he's investigated 
himself but he has read 
the reports. Tliere were 
over 90 witnesses who have 
seen the material and 
there seems to be no 
question that something 
crashed there on that 
ridge and the air force 
covered up the Incident. 

Bruce Widaman, State 
Director of MUFON in 
Missouri, called in and 
suggested Vallee was a 
litle behind the times. 
Widaman thinks there's 
overwhelming evidence to 
supixjrts the fact that 
these things (UFOs) are 
extraterrestrial. 

Vallee indicated that he 
would have agreed wlth 
Widaman 20 years ago but 
today that idea raises at 
least five different 
problems. This phenomenon 
didn't start in 1947, it's 
been with us throughout 
history and the 

extraterrestrial theory 
just doesn't explain that. 

The fact that we have 
millions of close 

encounters all over tho 
planet is inconsistent 
with the idea that these 
are simply Interplanetary 
visitors. The abduction 
reports are inconsistent 
with the idea of their 
being here for a 
scientific survey. Their 

1 I 
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appearance is typically 
described as humanoid 

creatures very similar to 
man. Tills is not what 

would be expected to come 
from an Interplanetary 
environment so if we are 
going to have nlion 
visitors, the theory needs 
to be more sophisticated 
as to why "they" came here 
and exactly wlio "they" 
are. 

Vallee's premise is 
that we are dealing with a 
type of consciousness we 
have not known before and 
ho is not ready to jump to 
conclusions that this 
phenomenon is finitely 
extraterrestrial in 

nature. He feels it would 
be dangerous to make that 
kind of presumption at 
this tlmr; and we need to 
do more research until we 
find the answers. 

Vallee closed by saying 
he's probably the only 
person in the world who 
doesn't know what UFOs 
are. His friends in the 
scientific world think 
UFOs are hallucinations 
and mirages and his 
friends in ufology are 
sure they're RTs. 

At the next meeting of 
the IiMO Htiidy Oronp of 
Greater St. louls, we'll 
be viewing a short video 
of witnesses concerning 
the Roswell, New Mexico 
crashed saucer. This 

video wan romfiilerl by tho 
Fund for UFO Research and 
is Vl'TRY Inrormatlve. Tlie 
meeting will be a short 
one in respect of Mother's 
Day.

Coos Pay, OREGON! "I was| 
at hcxne in bed and about 
three o'clock in the 
morning I woke up. And I 
was weightless I I was 
floatingf It was the 
greatest sensation I ever 
experienced. When it 

stopped, I woke my wife up 
and asked her If she's 
bf'on weightless, too. Sl>o 
thought I'd been drinking. 
But my arm, it was 
healed." stated Leo 
Bartsch. "I hadn't seen 
nothing, but I told her 
right then It was a UPO 
that had come low over the 
house and done that to me. 

I told her we'd hear about 
it." 

Apparently, a family in 
nearby Einpire, Oregon had 
seen brightly colored 
flying objects about the 
same time Bartsch 
experienced the sensation 
of weightlessness. This 
Incident ocairrod on the 
night of Septanber 27, 
1959. 

Rartsch has been 
written up in THE 
RBGISTER-GUARD of Eugene, 
Oregon, THE WORLD , of Coos 
Pay, Oregon, and The 
NATI ONAL NEWS , a national 
tabloid. The writers have 
chosen to describe him as 
"a prominent real estate 
broker who was possessed 
hy demons before he was 
exorcised by a flying 
saucer" to "Bartsch is 
nothing if not a zealot... 
His mission hangs in large 
part on his rambling 
biblical explanation for 
strange sights in the 


sky." One paper reported 
that "Some of his letters 
were,fired off to 
cjf)vernment offlrlals. 
Including President 
Richard Nixon. That 
letter was passed on to 
the Air Force, and the 
non-committal three 
paragraph reply that 
Bartsch received from a 
colonel is a prized trophy 
In his collection of 
corresixindence." 

In these, the pages of 
The ENIGMA , we have chosen 
to publish this "non 
committal reply" that 
was r.ont to Rnrtsch. If 
anyone received such a 
letter that stated "Please 
be assured that any action 
taken as a result of these 
studies will be publicly 
announced," the receiver 
would most likely read 
this as a very strong 
commitment by Colonel C. 
W. Hammond of the United 
States Air Force. 

Does this letter simply 
foreshadow the the closing 
of "Project Blue Book" or 
does this letter state 
that "any action taken as 
a result of these studies" 
Is to bo disclosed to the 
public? This promise was 
made in December of 1969. 
Perha ps legally, the 

statute of limitations has 
run out on this promise. 
Would a colonel from the 
United States Air Force 
make such a promise today 
if repsonding to a letter 
sent to President George 
Bush?
